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AFTER the excite¬ 
ment and success of 
the jubilee celebrations 
in Lyme Regis, the 
town is now turning its 
attention to hosting the 
Olympic Torch relay 
on Thursday, July 
12th. 

The Mayor, Councillor 
Sally Holman, has been 
chairing meetings of a 
council-led group to co-or¬ 
dinate the visit by the 
Olympic Torch which is 
expected to attract thou¬ 
sands of people to the 
town. 

The torch will arrive in 
Lyme Regis at around 
3.30pm on July 12th with 
an exchange of carriers in 
The Square. It will then 
proceed up Broad Street 
and Pound Street and 
down Cobb Road and 
there are rumours that two 
more carriers will be be 
drafted in, fuelling specu¬ 
lation that one of them 
might be a well known ath¬ 
lete or celebrity. 

The mayor would not be 
drawn on such speculation 
when contacted by the

week but said: “It will be a 
fantastic experience for 
Lyme Regis. We are work¬ 
ing very hard to make sure 
it is a memorable day. We 
are planning to have our 
own Olympic procession 
featuring our sporting 
orgnisations and we will 
be unveiling a plaque in 
the Jubilee Pavilion, com¬ 
memorating The Corinthi¬ 
ans ’ fantastic feat of 
rowing the Atlantic.” 


The Olympic convoy 
will arrive in the Char- 
mouth Road car park 
shortly before 3.30pm on 
July 12th with the first car¬ 
rier taking the torch into 
Broad Street where it will 
be exchanged for a second 
carrier outside Lloyds 
Bank. 

The two named carriers 
are Clive Allison (36), 
from Poole, and Paddy 
Coker (20), from Durwe- 


ston. 

Mr Allison, who had a 
troubled upbringing but 
turned his life around after 
serving a period in prison 
for drug and other crime 
offences, was nominated 
for his voluntary work 
with young people in the 
Bournemouth area. 

Mr Coker was nomi¬ 
nated for his fundraising 
for desmoplastic sarcona, a 
rare form of cancer that 
killed his brother at the age 
of 18. But as the route 
through Lyme is longer 
than the 600 metres that

The town has been told 
to expect a strong police 
presence for the torch 
relay, adding to the specu¬ 
lation that a well-known 
athlete and celebrity might 
be drafted in as additional 
carriers. 


Councillors have ex¬ 
pressed concerns that 
Lyme Regis will not be 
able to cope with the huge 
influx of traffic expected 
for the Olympic Torch 
visit unless additional car 
parking is provided.

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CHARMOUTH resident Nicky Coleman will be 
heading for the Olympics next month to work 
as a medic. 

Originally from Kent, NHS nurse Nicky 
moved to Charmouth in 1993. She has five 
sons and recently became a new grandmother. 


■ WHERE do you usually work? 

I work for the NHS as a nurse and I also teach in a variety 
of settings as a self-employed facilitator. I get upset when 
I read cases of neglect or mistreatment of patients. How¬ 
ever, I really feel these are very rare and of course they 
make the news. The NHS is still wonderful and there are 
many fantastic private nursing and residential homes. 

■ HOW did you get selected as a medic for the 
Olympics? 

The Olympic application went in sometime in 2010 and 
I had an interview in Weymouth in February 2011.1 did 
two events last year as part of the London Prepares series 
which were brilliant experiences; three-day eventing at 
Greenwich and sailing at Weymouth. This year I have 
also been on duty at the synchronised swimming at the 
Olympic Park. 

■ HOW did you feel to be selected? 

This is such an exciting, once-in-a-lifetime opportunity, 
to be with people who are as enthusiastic as me, learning 
from them and making good friendships. It is also about 
enjoying this amazing experience. I am proud to be part 
of this. It will be fantastic for Britain and leave a lasting 
legacy. It is a chance for anyone who wants to be in¬ 
volved, it will get the nation behind Team GB. What a 
fantastic year and a time to be patriotic, also with the 
Queen’s Diamond Jubilee. There will be lots of commu¬ 
nity spirit, parties and celebrations, and how exciting that 
the torch will be here. 

■ WHAT will your responsibilities be? 

I will be there to administer first aid to anyone who may 
need care and attention, to access and to refer on to the 
right treatment. We will be working in teams with differ¬ 
ent skill mixes. It has all come together and so much has 
been going on with the London Organising Commitee of 
the Olympic Games (LOCOG). They have been planning 
for years. I feel privileged that I have been a very small 
part of the run up to making this the best Olympic and 
Paralympic Games ever. I am grateful to my partner, as 
he doesn't mind me going off to London and leaving him 
with the boys. He is supportive and realises how much 
this means to me. 



■ HOW have you been preparing for the Olympic 
Games? 

Preparation has been orientation training at Wembley sta¬ 
dium, role specific training and venue training in London, 
plus my experience at events. I have worked with amaz¬ 
ing, dedicated and skillfull people. The medical and 
venue managers are super and inspirational. 

■ WHAT are you most looking forward to? 

I'm looking forward to the whole experience, the atmos¬ 
phere, comradeship, the sport, the diversity and culture 
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of the whole Games. I have always been fascinated by the 
Games the hard work and training the atheletes put in, as 
well as their coaches and teams. 

■ DO you take part in any sports yourself? 

I'm afraid to say I do not take part in sport myself now. I 
used to compete in all equestrian disciplines as horses are 
one of my loves. 

■ WHAT are your other personal interests? 

It is so difficult to fit everything I wish to do into a jam- 
packed life. I live a lot of my dreams and aspirations by 
being with my family. They are everything to me and I 
have nurtured and loved them so much. My energies have 
been put into running a home, working in a job I adore 
and rearing my children. I have enjoyed amateur dramat¬ 
ics, taking part in many productions. Now I enjoy Zumba 
and my book club. My greatest joy now is to travel and 
explore. Writing would be another interest, but I haven't 
got very far with that yet! 

■ WHAT do you like about living in Charmouth? 

There are amazing people in Charmouth, so many things 
going on. They are friendly, interesting and want the best 
for our community. 

■ WHAT would you change or add to the area? 

What I would change is fly tipping. We humans have been 
given so much beauty in nature and yet some people just 
want to blight it!

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County council agrees to fix Lynch

DORSET County Council 
has agreed to fix problems 
with missing edging 
stones and overgrown 
weeds on The Lynch river 
walkway in Lyme Regis. 

The problems at The 
Lynch were raised at a 
Lyme Regis Town Council 
meeting in May, when it 
was reported that 80 of the 
unfenced path’s edging 
stones had been pushed 
out into the river by the 
overgrown vegetation. It 
was described as a “seri¬ 
ous health and safety haz¬ 
ard”. 

Town councillor Chris 
Clipson has since met with 
county council rights of 
way officers, county coun¬ 
cillor Colonel Geoffrey 
Brierley, a representative 
from the Environment 
Agency and former town 
councillor Stan Williams 
for a site meeting. 

Although the county 
council doesn’t own the 
pathway, it was agreed that 
they had a maintenance re¬ 
sponsibility for it up to “a 
spade’s depth” and would 
spray the surface weeds. 
The authority would also 
replace the edging stones 
after the plants had died 
and consider giving the 
town council an annual 
grant for weed spraying. 

Speaking at last week’s 
Town Management Com¬ 
mittee meeting, Councillor 
Terry O’Grady said that 
until the roots of the weeds 
were removed they would 


continue to have problems 
every year. 

Referring to the wording 
in the report of the site 
meeting, which stated: 
“Although the town coun¬ 
cil and county council rep¬ 


resentatives were clear 
that neither authority 
owned the structure...”, 
Councillor Mark Gage 
said he hoped this did not 
mean that they were ac¬ 
cepting that the county 


council didn’t own the 
structure. 

Councillor Anita 

Williams said she believed 
West Dorset District 
Council owned The Lynch 
but, as a right of way, the 
county council had a re¬ 
sponsibility for its mainte¬ 
nance. 

Councillor Gage contin¬ 
ued: “What are we doing 


to get West Dorset in¬ 
volved? Can we ensure 
our district councillors are 
lobbied to put Lyme Regis 
first?” 

He then referred to a re¬ 
cent disagreement he had 
with district councillor 
Daryl Turner, after he 
claimed “not much comes 
this way from Dorch¬ 
ester”, as reported in last 


week’s View From. 

He said he accepted 
Councillor Turner’s point 
that the district council 
had in fact put a lot of 
funding towards the 
coastal protection scheme 
in Lyme Regis, adding: 
“On a smaller scale I hope 
they will support this.” 


Council plan for massive influx 
of visitors on Olympic Torch day

was reported that West Dorset District Council 
would be offering its car parks in the town for 
free for the day. Councillors were asked whether 
they wanted to do the same with their own parks. 

However, committee chairman Councillor 
Chris Clipson said: “There are several things I 
would like to say on this. The torch arriving in 
Lyme Regis will increase its population twice as 
much as it does on Red Arrows day. 

“If we can’t provide park and ride for that many 
people, which will be very hard to do, we should 
open as many fields on the outskirts of town as 
temporary car parks else the town will be blocked 
within minutes.” 

Councillor Clipson referred to the recent Coly- 
ton Tractor Run, which visited Lyme Regis over 
the Jubilee weekend causing instant traffic prob¬ 
lems. 

Councillor Anita Williams agreed with the idea 
of opening fields on the outskirts of town. 

She said: “It will be a trek for people to walk 
from but I don’t see how else we can manage.” 

Councillor Owen Lovell suggested offering a 
shuttle bus from fields further out to stop people 
from driving into the town. He also suggested that 


the council could 
themselves open up 
Strawberry Field for 
the occasion. 

Councillor O’- 
Grady agreed with 
the idea of shuttle 
buses, saying he 
would have safety 
concerns with people 
walking from the 
outskirts of town. 

He added that if 
they were going to 
offer free parking 
further afield they 
should still charge in 
their town centre car 
parks to dissuade 
people from driving 
in. 

The Mayor, Coun¬ 
cillor Sally Holman, who has been leading a 
working group planning for the Olympic Torch 
visit on July 12th, said that traffic concerns were 
one of the things that they were looking into. 


She reported that they had been planning the 
visit for five months and that information was 
being changed as arrangement were made on a 
national and local level. 

She said plans were going quite well but they 
were “alarmed” with the number of people they 
were now expecting to visit Lyme for the day 
from further afield, having seen the crowds at 
other parts of the Olympic Torch Relay. 

However, the Mayor did ensure that the route 
for the torch would not be blocked at the Metro¬ 
politan Police would be dealing with it. She con¬ 
firmed there would be road closures on the day. 

She said: “We are well aware of all of this and 
we are planning to produce a leaflet two weeks 
before the event with information on road clo¬ 
sures and where people can and can’t go that will 
be delivered to each house and will be widely 
available.” 

Councillor Mark Gage said he didn’t think the 
council had all the information they needed to 
deal with the request to offer free parking and 
proposed that they delegate the decision to the 
Olympic Torch working group, which was 
agreed.

Seafront licenses still under discussion

METAL studs have now 
been installed on Marine 
Parade to show the areas in 
which traders can place ta¬ 
bles and chairs. 

Town clerk Mike Lewis 
reported at last week’s 
Town Management Com¬ 
mittee that the studs were 
now in place having issued 
new licenses and charges 
to seafront businesses. 

However, Mr Lewis said 
the council still needed to 
set charges for selling 
goods on Marine Parade. 

He reported that they 
could not charge The Al¬ 
cove for the goods they 
displayed outside, as these 
were placed in spaces be¬ 
tween the bay windows 
land owned by the shop. 
However, charges could be 
made for Surfside, which 
displayed many goods on 
the seafront railings. 

Mr Lewis said the coun¬ 
cil’s valuer had suggested 
a cost of £163.80 per 
square metre, which was 
based on the rent of Boylos 
per square metre, with a 50 
per cent discount as the 
goods were displayed out¬ 
side. 

The Mayor, Councillor 
Sally Holman, said this 
“seemed like quite a lot”. 

Councillor Anita 

Williams asked if Surfside 


was using a whole square 
metre to display its goods 
and it was decided it prob¬ 
ably did not. 

Councillor Mark Gage 
said he thought the per 
metre charge with the 50 
per cent discount seemed 
“reasonable”. 

“It’s not going to be that 
much because they don’t 
have that much space,” he 
added. 

He said he was happy to 
go with the valuer’s rec¬ 
ommendation and look at 
the figure again when the 
area in which goods were 
displayed had been meas¬ 
ured. 

Referring to the cow¬ 
shaped advertising board 
on Marine Parade, Coun¬ 
cillor Holman asked: 
“Does the cow count and 
have we agreed they can 
tie things on the railings?” 

Councillor Williams said 
these were good questions 
as someone would ask 
about these things. 

She added that she was 
concerned they would be 
“charging more for buck¬ 


ets than for tables and 
chairs”. 

Councillor Gage said he 
shared her concerns and 
had previously raised the 
point that the charge for 
chairs didn’t seem to be 
based on anything, and 
could therefore “put at risk 
the validity of other 
charges”. 

He did point out that all 
charges would be re¬ 
viewed in a year. 

Bay Hotel 

Councillors then went on 
to discuss the Bay Hotel’s 
outdoor seating area, 
which has been a subject 
of controversy in the coun¬ 
cil chamber for some 
weeks. 

The town clerk reported 
that he would be writing to 
owner Brendan Cable to 
say that three of the 
clauses in the license 
signed by his business 
partner had been breached. 

He said that he had re¬ 
ceived a letter from a local 
MP on the matter of 
charges made to the Bay 
Hotel for the seating area, 


which were not discounted 
for the first year by 50 per 
cent like other seafront 
businesses because of the 
hotel’s larger awning. Mr 
Lewis said he had replied 
explaining the rationale 
behind the charges. 

Councillor Chris Clipson 
said an A-board had also 
recently appeared outside 
the hotel and outside of the 
metal stud line. 

Councillor Ann Brad¬ 
bury added: “I walk past 
there every night quite late 
and everyone else puts 
their chairs away but they 
don’t. They leave rubbish, 
bottles and cans. It’s un¬ 
sightly, it looks disgusting 
every night.” 

It was reported that the 
council was waiting for a 
reply from their legal rep¬ 
resentative of the breaches 
of the license. 

A-boards 

Councillor Williams pro¬ 
posed delegating the issue 
to the town clerk, who 
could take any necessary 
measures to deal with the 
problem, which was 
agreed. 

Councillor Williams also 
said they needed to deal 
with A-boards as well as 
sale of goods. 

Councillor Terry O’- 
Grady said: “We’ve got a 


problem with A-boards 
throughout the town not 
just on the seafront. Out¬ 
side the Three Cups there’s 
so many that you can’t 
read one from the other.” 

Councilor Owen Lovell 
said: “Can I suggest that 
the county council comes 
along with a truck and puts 
all the A-boards that 
shouldn’t be there on the 
back of the truck and take 


them to the tip?” 

The town clerk said he 
thought there was a cross¬ 
over of committees on this 
subject, as the Tourism and 
Economic Development 
Committee were already 
looking at a review of sig¬ 
nage. 

Councillor O’Grady 
replied: “Cobb Gate signs 
and A-boards and signs 
around the town are two 


different issues. The A- 
boards on Marine Parade 
should be within the stud 
work for tables and 
chairs.” 

He suggested putting a 
sign on the Cobb Gate rail¬ 
ings saying “no more signs 
without town council’s 
permission”. 

Councillor Rikey Austin 
said: “Do we want to put 
up a sign saying no more 


signs?” 

Councillor Mark Gage 
agreed that A-boards 
should be placed within 
the stud lines and said he 
didn’t want to see anymore 
signs anywhere in the 
town. 

“There is sign pollution,” 
he added. “Not just busi¬ 
ness signs but local author¬ 
ity signs and it’s making 
the town look ugly.” 


Barriers don't stop motorcyclists 


TOWN councillors have expressed concerns that the 
western barrier on Marine Parade in Lyme Regis is both 
stopping pushchairs and letting through motorcycles. 

Town Management Committee chairman, Councillor 
Chris Clipson, raised both issues at last week's meeting. 
He said that the two barriers were too close together 
and their sticking out "ears" made it difficult for 
pushchairs to pass. 

He requested that they be moved further apart or the 
unnecessary "ears" be removed. 

However, Councillor Clipson also suggested that sig¬ 
nage be erected on the barrier to warn off motorcy¬ 
clists from riding along the seafront. 

Councillor Owen Lovell pointed out that his first sug¬ 
gestion of adapting the barrier would make it easier for 
motorcyclists to pass. 

Councillor Clipson proposed looking into whether 
the barrier could be modified, which was agreed. 

Councillors then continued their discussion on mo¬ 
torcyclists. Councillor Clipson reported that this had 
become a problem quite recently and that motorcy¬ 
clists were entitled to drive along the Cart Road but not 
on Marine Parade. 

"A simple sign would stop it," he said. 

Councillor Mark Gage said that they should be en¬ 


couraging motorcyclists to come to the town as they 
would be "very good visitors". He also said that he didn't 
think there was a problem with motorcyclists on Ma¬ 
rine Parade and that signage was "ugly and detracts 
from the good looks of the seafront". 

"I wouldn't support it," he added. 

Referring to the recent request for a Designated Pub¬ 
lic Place Order to restrict alcohol use in the public gar¬ 
dens and on Marine Parade, which Councillor Gage 
voted against, he continued: "It's like another thing we 
have recently been asked for when I don't think we 
have the evidence for it. 

"We have bigger problems than the occasional mo¬ 
torcyclist on our seafront. An ideal time to look at this 
is when we look at the bye-laws and I would be against 
it again then." 

Councillor Lovell agreed, saying if there was a sign it 
would have to be enforced. He asked: "If you can't en¬ 
force it, what's the point?" 

Councillor Anita Williams said she didn't think motor¬ 
cyclists would respond to signage. 

"They are squeezing past a locked barrier. It's quite 
obvious they're going somewhere they shouldn't be." 

It was decided to consider the issue when looking 
over the town's bye-laws.

Demand puts Jurassic Airlines 
on return flight to Lyme Regis

THE popular Onboard 
Jurassic Airlines simulator 
will be returning to Lyme 
Regis for a month. 

Lyme Regis Develop¬ 
ment Trust, which brought 
the aeroplane simulator to 
Lyme’s seafront during 
the Lossil Lestival, has re¬ 
quested it return for the 
period of June 19th to July 
19th. 

The simulator takes pas¬ 
sengers on a journey 
through space and time to 
dinosaur inhabited Pan¬ 
gaea using the latest tech¬ 
nology. 

During the Lossil Lesti¬ 
val, the attraction trans¬ 
formed the Marine Parade 
shelters into an airport, 
complete with baggage 
check-in and airport secu¬ 
rity. It was so popular with 
locals and visitors alike 
that it sold out over the 
Bank Holiday and had to 
run for extra hours each 
evening to meet demand. 

The request for it to re¬ 
turn was discussed at last 
week’s Town Manage¬ 
ment Committee. 

Councillors Mark Gage 
and Anita Williams were 
both unable to vote on the 
matter due to their affilia¬ 
tion with the development 


trust but both spoke in 
support of it before leav¬ 
ing the room. 

Councillor Gage said it 
had been “amazingly pop¬ 
ular and hugely oversub¬ 
scribed” last time it came 
to town and Councillor 
Williams pointed out that 
if they didn’t welcome it 
back, plenty of other 
towns would be happy to 
do so. 


Councillor Chris Clip- 
son said the simulator 
may have to be positioned 
closer to the Jubilee Pavil¬ 
ion at the Marine Parade 
shelters, rather than right 
next to the National Trust 
shop as it was last time, as 
the National Trust had 
complained it blocked the 
shop from the view of 
passers-by. 

The Mayor, Councillor 


Sally Holman, said it 
might also cause problems 
on the day of the Olympic 
Torch visit, as a ceremony 
was planned to take place 
at the shelters. 

It was reported that op¬ 
erators of the simulator 
would be paying for use of 
the shelters and had sug¬ 
gested the fee of £502. 

Councillors agreed to 
the attraction returning to 
Lyme in principal and 
asked the town clerk Mike 
Lewis to agree details 
with the development 
trust. 


Council-owned attractions added 
to children's Jubilee Passports 


LYME Regis Town Council has offered to 
add a free game of mini golf, table tennis 
and a go on the putting green to the Ju¬ 
bilee Passports handed out to local chil¬ 
dren last weekend. 

The passports, offering children up to 
age 17 free or discounted access to local 
attractions, were put together by Coun¬ 
cillor Rikey Austin. The council's Tourism 
and Economic Development Committee 
will tonight (Wednesday) discuss 
whether or not to fund them. 

Councillor Austin said the response to 
the passports had been so great that 
they would now be given out to all new 
schoolchildren in the town, and could 


eventually be extended to include chil¬ 
dren from Charmouth and Uplyme. 

It was agreed that one free ticket to 
each of the mini golf, putting green and 
table tennis would be given per pass¬ 
port, as long as the children are accom¬ 
panied by a paying adult. 

Councillors also agreed that if the pass¬ 
ports were extended to Charmouth and 
Uplyme, then the villages' parish coun¬ 
cils should make contributions. 

The passports were handed out to chil¬ 
dren at the Diamond Jubilee indoor 
street party at The Hub last weekend and 
will be given to all remaining children 
through local schools.

A coming together of community in my hometown 


MY VIEW OF THE JUBILEE

W ELL, that was 
quite a week¬ 
end! I refer, of 
course, to the programme 
of events staged in Lyme 
Regis to celebrate the 
Queen’s Diamond Jubilee 
- more than 40 events 
crammed into four days 
and we only lost two to the 
rain on the fourth day. 

They say it was the most 
comprehensive pro¬ 
gramme of events along 
the South Coast and the 
Mayor, Councillor Sally 
Holman, was quoted in an¬ 
other local newspaper last 
week, in saying: “Lyme 
does it better than anyone.” 

As co-ordinator of the 
programme, I can only say 
that it was a real privilege 
to have been involved in 
such a wonderful coming 
together of our community 
in my hometown. 

I was the principal organ¬ 
iser of the town’s 1,200th 
anniversary in 1974 and 
was closely involved in the 
Charter 700 celebrations in 
1984. I think the jubilee 
trumped both of those. 

I have just spent a couple 
of hours watching the 
footage of the jubilee 
events filmed by Nomad 
and Mary, of Lyme TV. 
Seeing it all again made 
me feel proud to be a citi¬ 


zen of Lyme Regis and in 
letters to this newspaper 
the phrase “pride in our 
town” comes up several 
times. 

I am an unashamed 
monarchist but I respect 
those who have other 
views and would prefer to 
see the royal family re¬ 
placed by a presidency. 
It’s never going to happen. 

But this was more than 
just a celebration of the 
Queen’s 60-year reign. 
This was about celebrating 
a great milestone in the 
history of our great nation, 
an occasion which almost 
certainly will never hap¬ 
pen again. 

We live in uncertain and 
difficult times and the ju¬ 
bilee weekend gave us an 
excuse to put such woes 
behind us and celebrate 
the many good things 
about being British; the 
opportunity to show pride 
in our communities. 

That community sprit 
came shining through in 
our town, as it always 
does. Lyme always rises to 
the occasion and I believe 
that those who shunned 


the celebrations, espe¬ 
cially those in the privi¬ 
leged positions, missed 
seeing the town they serve 
in all its glory. 

Looking back at the four 
days, there were a number 
of special highlights for 
me. Going to St Michael’s 
Primary School to see 
their Commonwealth Day 
was an inspiring experi¬ 
ence and made we wonder 
at the improvements in 
primary education during 
the 60 years of the 
Queen’s reign. 

Teachers and ancilliary 
staff, led by inspirational 
headteacher Annabelle 
Grose, put together a bril¬ 
liant representation of the 
Commonwealth in just 
four days and the children 
were so enthusiastic and 
keen to show what they 
had learned. 

The civic parade on the 
Saturday morning, led by 
the Lympstone South West 
Telecoms Brass Band, in¬ 
cluding the versatile Miss 
Grose, was the biggest the 
town had ever staged. 
Many who took part have 
spoken to me how emo¬ 


tional they found the occa¬ 
sion. 

I have to admit I had to 
swallow hard when we in¬ 
vited the two Chelsea Pen¬ 
sioners staying as guests in 
our town to join the pro¬ 
cession outside the Royal 
Lion and the band struck 
up “Boys Of The Old 
Brigade”. There was a 
wave of respect and ap¬ 
plause from the large 
crowds at the bottom of 
the town. It was as though 
the Queen herself was 
present. 

The crowd was so big on 
the seafront that the parade 
finished in organised 
chaos but it didn’t matter, 
such was the spirit of the 
many hundreds present. I 
have to admit it was me 
who suggested the ap¬ 
pointment of Honoured 
Citizens, not universally 
popular in some parts of 
the town. But when I saw 
the faces of those who re¬ 
ceived the honour, I was 
glad the council agreed to 
the idea and I hope they 
continue bestowing the ho¬ 
nour on those who work so 
hard for the town in future 
years. 

Saturday night’s concert 
was a great experience. We 
put the programme to¬ 
gether with just a couple of 


rehearsals and it turned out 
to be a real showcase for 
the stage talent in Lyme. 

The Big Sunday lunch 
was unbelievable. Laurie 
Statham and and her 
team, did a marvellous job 
and helped by volunteer 
waiters and waitresses, 
served nearly 200 roast 
dinners in one hour, 40 
minutes. With the Royal 
Pageant on the River 


Thames being shown on a 
big screen after the lunch, 
it turned out to be a unique 
and inspiring afternoon. 

The 1950s party on the 
seafront on Monday after¬ 
noon, organised by the 
U3A, was particularly en¬ 
joyable, and the maritime 
events concluding with a 
sail past and salute was 
also very special, even for 
a poor sailor like myself. 


We dodged the forecast 
rain until Tuesday when 
the much anticipated street 
party had to be moved into 
The Hub. It didn’t matter. 
Ellen Austin and her team 
did a fantastic job and the 
kids had a marvellous 
time. 

As I say, all in all, quite 
a weekend. 

But this was no one-man 
show. Many have been 


over-generous in their 
praise but this was a team 
effort, led by the Mayor 
and encouraged by a steer¬ 
ing committee represent¬ 
ing local groups. They all 
played their part. 

Lyme’s jubilee weekend 
provided memories that 
will stay with me for the 
rest of my life. I hope 
there are many in the town 
who feel the same.

Council is'squandering'money 
on new'excessive'street lights 


■ THE problem of light pollution was very much 
brought to my attention on June 3rd when the Jubilee 
beacons were lit all around Lyme Bay. 

If one didn’t see the fireworks as they were lit, it was 
very difficult to actually spot them. How different it 
must have been 100 years ago! 

On arriving back in Haye Close later that evening, I 
was really struck by the new mini searchlight that the 
council has seen fit to erect on the comer just up the 
road. It is so bright that it lightens up the whole of the 
lower part of the road and is a spotlight shining di¬ 
rectly into my sitting-room. 

I thought that the point of these new lights was that 
they were meant to be more environmentally friendly 
- less light pollution and less power usage. The old 
street light across the road is being replaced by not 
one but two new lights. Why two when one was quite 
adequate, particularly in view of the new spotlight up 
the road which is already lighting up that area? 


Incidentally, the new pole outside my house was put 
as near as possible to my mains water supply and di¬ 
rectly over another pipe - “we don’t know what that 
is!”. I didn’t either but I daresay that I will find out 
sometime now that it is buried under a lamp-post! 

This whole lighting operation seems to me to be very 
badly thought out and a waste of money. Excessive 
lighting in Haye Close and still nothing on the dark 
stretch in Haye Lane by St Andrew’s Hill, where there 
is no footpath and a narrow dark stretch of road to 
walk down at night quite unlit. 

I would like to know which of the various councils 
is squandering our council tax in this way.

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Rained-off wacky races 
rescheduled for August

LOCAL organisers of the 
rained-off Lyme Regis Ju¬ 
bilee Games are planning 
to bounce back and stage 
the wacky beach races at 
the beginning of August, 
re-named as "The Lyme 
Lympics". 

The madcap event, 
which will feature such 
non-Olympic sports as 
mermaid racing and the 
eight-legged race, will 
now go head-to-head up 
against"the other Games" 
happening at Weymouth. 

"We are in no doubt at 
all that the Lympics will 
be far more of a giggle 
than other Games we 
could mention," said a 
spokesman for the races, 
which had to be cancelled 
over the extended Bank 
Holiday jubilee weekend 
because of the downpour. 

"We were hugely disap¬ 
pointed that the jubilee 
games had to be called 
off last week. We thought 
the weather would clear 
but we did not appreciate 
quite how much Her 
Majesty would rain over 
us." 

Now the organising 
team, led by the games' 
founder Hugh Dunford 


Wood, has regrouped and 
is planning a greater 
spectacle than before of 
crazy sports. 

"We are now instituting 
new games to make the 
Lyme Lympics even more 
fun for eccentrics of all 
ages," said Mr Dunford 
Wood. 

Conger cuddling 

"Besides the nettle-eat¬ 
ing, the partner-jousting 
and the stunted-caber 
tossing, we are keen to in¬ 
clude other events - pos¬ 
sibly binocular football, 
the paper plate discus 
and, hopefully, bringing 
back conger cuddling." 

Conger cuddling, like 
bar billiards but played 
with human skittles and a 
dead eel, was a traditional 
attraction during Lifeboat 
Week in Lyme Regis for 
three decades until it was 
dropped in 2006 by order 
of RNLI HQ in Poole after 
one anonymous objec¬ 
tion from an animal rights 
activist. 

Mr Dunford Wood con¬ 
tinued: "The Lyme 


Lympics strongly opposes 
cruelty to animals of any 
kind. However, even our 
staunchly-vegetarian 
members consider that 
citing cruelty to a carcass 
is taking political correct¬ 
ness to a level of lunacy. 

"As there has been huge 
support locally for the re¬ 
turn of conger cuddling, 
we are now looking into 
how to include it at The 
Lympics." 

Since the games were 
announced a month ago, 
the idea for bizarre races 
on the front beach has 
been cheered on not only 
in Lyme but around the 
world. 

Organisers said: "We 
have had support from all 
sections of the Lyme 
community, including the 
mayor and other town 
councillors. We've also 
had backing from BBC DJ 
Chris Evans, from ex-pats 
now living in America, 
Portugal, Spain, Bahrain, 
Malaysia and Australia - 
and we've even had a 
message of support from 


the Prime Minister." 

Organisers invited David 
Cameron to take part in 
the games, saying that 
they needed his strength 
in the Wet Tug O'War. But 
the Prime Minister de¬ 
clined due to other com¬ 
mitments. 

"We received a letter 
from 10 Downing Street in 
which Mr Cameron said 
he 'hoped that the cele¬ 
bration is a great success 
and is enjoyed by every¬ 
one taking part'" 

Although The Lyme 
Lympics will now fall be¬ 
yond the official jubilee 
celebrations week, organ¬ 
isers say they will still be 
attended and opened by 
Queen and Duke of Edin¬ 
burgh lookalikes, who will 
arrive at the front beach 
venue in a motorcade 
with motorcycle out-rid- 
ers. 

Mr Dunford Wood's 
team is now talking to 
Lyme authorities to de¬ 
cide the exact date for The 
Lyme Lympics. Organisers 
say the event is likely to 
take place in the first week 
of August and that a date 
will be announced shortly.

ON April 20th, 1644, Prince Maurice approached Lyme 
Regis with a force of 6,000 men intent on subduing the 
townsfolk who firmly supported the Parliamentary 
cause. 

A siege of the town ensued lasting until June 15th - 
the longest in the English Civil War. The people of 
Lyme, under the leadership of Lieutenant-Colonel 
Robert Blake, worked together to resist everything the 
enemy threw at them for six weeks. It was declared 
that June 16th should from then on be celebrated. 

Lyme Regis Regatta and Carnival Committee have re¬ 
vived this celebration and will be holding activities on 
Saturday, June 16th led by the Taunton Garrison re-en¬ 
actment group. 


The day will start with a parade from the Baptist 
Church to the Marine Parade shelters at 11am. The 
Mayor, Councillor Sally Holman, will then give an ad¬ 
dress. 

Demonstrations will be held in the shelters for the 
rest of the day, finishing with a Thanksgiving Supper 
at the Pilot Boat from 5pm. 

Organisers are looking for people to join in the pa¬ 
rade and will even provide appropriate costumes. Any¬ 
one dressed appropriately is welcome to join in the 
parade.

Trading Estate?

On June 21st an outline planning application is due to be heard by WDDC into plans to 
re-develop and upgrade St Michael’s Trading Estate which is now acknowledged to be 

run-down and in need of refurbishment. 

Yes, there are objections to the plans. But are the majority of those objections based on fact? 
The site owners, Norman and Clive Hayward, believe many objections are mistaken 

and based on inaccurate information. 


FACT - The plans provide for 35 affordable homes, 66 houses and 4 maisonettes on mainly under-used land 
plus new commercial units. 

FACT - Funding from the re-development will be used to improve and upgrade the existing commercial buildings. 

FACT - Affordable rents for businesses on the trading estate will be maintained. 

FACT - Creation of additional high quality space will provide more jobs on the St Michael’s site, not fewer. 

FACT - New homes on the site does not mean a reduction in the number of employment opportunities. 

FACT - The owners intend to reinstate the vintage market. 

FACT - The plans are designed to upgrade the estate, move St Michael’s into the next stage of its development 
and enhance the working environment. 

FACT - The plans acknowledge and respect the important industrial heritage of this site. 

FACT - The River Brit ‘island’ will be handed over for community and public use and as a nature conservation area. 

FACT - The Hayward brothers have owned and managed the estate since 1968. It is not for sale and they 
continue to be totally committed to its long term future.

Gig club forges links with Irish community Lyme news briefs... 


LYME Regis Gig Club took part in theTurn 
of the Tide festival at Strangford Lough, a 
large and scenic 25-mile stretch of inland 
water, south of Belfast in Northern Ireland. 

The festival is part of a regeneration ini¬ 
tiative to encourage local communities to 
build, row and race their own gigs. Caro¬ 
line Nolan of The Strangford Lough and 
Lecale Partnership and Roy Heayberd 
asked the Lyme Regis club for help with 
promoting a gig-building project to link 
the six towns and villages on the shores of 
the Lough. 

Lyme club members travelled with their 
gigs, "Rebel" and "Black Venn" for the ju¬ 
bilee Bank Holiday festival. The club was 
invited to showcase their gigs, built by 
Lyme Regis boat-builder Gail McGarva, to 
offer advice and take local people out for 
taster rows. Gail presented a gig-building 
talk and club chairman Marcus Dixon ex¬ 
plained the club's history to councillors 
and regeneration organisations, outlining 


the community appeal and benefits to 
local people. 

TheTurn of the Tide Festival included a 
race between the two Lyme Regis gigs 
across the Strangford Lough narrows, 
renowned for their strong tides and cur¬ 
rents. 

Over 100 Strangford Lough residents 
and members of other local communities 
and organisations, including the RNLI and 
the coastguards, took up the opportunity 
to row the Cornish pilot gigs, accompa¬ 
nied by Lyme Regis rowing members. 
Many participating youngsters stressed 
their enthusiasm for the proposed project, 
and the sense in making greater use of the 
Lough.They hoped the gig-building proj¬ 
ect would take off and bring new life to 
the local communities where there was lit¬ 
tle to occupy and inspire youngsters. 

Asked for his response to the visit, or¬ 
ganiser Mr Heayberd said: "It has been an 
absolute joy to have Lyme Regis at Strang¬ 


ford Lough and I am sure it will be the first 
of many visits between our communities. 
Your visit has generated a huge amount of 
interest within our towns and villages 
here, and when our own gig club is up and 
running we would love to be twinned 
with Lyme Regis." 


Throughout the weekend Lyme Regis 
Gig Club members were on hand to crew, 
answer questions and offer advice, and 
were thanked by Strangford Lough and 
Lecale Partnership for their support and 
enthusiasm.

Clear weather, A-roads and car parks 
are the biggest cause of accidents 
for company car drivers says Total 
Accident management 


TOTAL Accident Management reveals an 
exclusive study into accidents involving 
high mileage company car drivers. 

The exclusive results between April 2011 
and May 2012 from a cross section of cor¬ 
porate motorists under accident manage¬ 
ment show that business drivers have 
collision rates that are 30 - 40% higher 
than those of private drivers. 

When looking at how weather can play 
its part in an accident, just over half of the 
recorded accidents (53%) took place in 
clear weather, setting corporate drivers 
apart from their retail counterparts. While 
accidents in adverse weather conditions, 
such as rain, snow and sleet accounted for 
just 4%. 

In adverse weather, drivers automati¬ 
cally take more precaution and reduce 
their speed, while in clear weather drivers 
are likely to travel faster and concentrate 
less, which can then result in an accident. 

Looking at road types and related acci¬ 
dents, there was a clear indication that A- 
roads are where drivers need to be at their 
most vigilant. The most accidents were 
recorded on major A-roads (20%) with B- 
roads (11%) in second place and minor A- 
roads (9%) in third place. Only 2.27% of 
accidents were recorded on motorways, 
reinforcing their relative safety compared 
to A and B-roads. 


The other key location where nearly 10% 
of accidents happened was in car parks. 
Although vehicles are travelling at slower 
speeds, drivers have to deal with many 
other factors as well as maintaining their 
own concentration. This type of accident 
is likely to be the most costly to fix overall. 

When looking at accident circum¬ 
stances, 17% of incidents involved a driver 
hitting a parked vehicle, while 15.2% of ac¬ 
cidents were results of a driver hitting a 
vehicle in the rear, and 11% of accidents 
involved a vehicle colliding with an object 
or property. All three could be caused by 
a combination of excess speed and/or lack 
of concentration. 

"We collect the data at regular intervals, 
which allows us to get a better picture of 
seasonality and external influences, and 
how they impact on accidents,"explained 
Total Accident Management's operations 
director Amanda Mullans. 

"If companies and their drivers can be 
made more aware of how different road 
types, weather conditions and other exter¬ 
nal factors have on driving safety, I am 
sure employers would ensure their em¬ 
ployees take appropriate care when driv¬ 
ing on company business. Total has 
developed its DriveSecure package to as¬ 
sist employers with many aspects of risk 
assessment," she added.

Rear passengers in the five-door up! benefit from exactly 
the same space as those in the three-door model, with 947 
mm of headroom (versus 993 mm in the front) and 789 mm 
of legroom. The rear seat base is set slightly higher than that 
in the front,at 378 mm (versus 306 mm) giving passengers a 
clearer view of the road ahead. 

The five-door range mirrors that of the three-door, with a 
choice of Take up!, Move up! and High up! models, plus the 
special edition up! Black and up! White. Five-door models are 
expected to make up just over half of all up! sales. 

As with the three-door, two BlueMotion Technology ver¬ 
sions will also be available, offering sub-100 g/km C02 emis¬ 
sions, and therefore avoiding VED. The 60 PS Move up! 
BlueMotion Technology returns 68.9 mpg on the combined 
cycle, while emitting just 95 g/km, and the 75 PS High up! 
BlueMotion Technology offers 67.3 mpg and 98 g/km. 

A fully electric version will join the range in late 2013, and 
an automated manual gearbox will become optional later in 
2012 . 

As well as front and side airbags, ABS with Hydraulic Brake 


Assist, Isofix child seat preparation in the rear and standard 
ESP (on all but the entry level Take up! model), the up! can 
be ordered with an optional City Emergency Braking system. 
This uses sensors to scan the space ahead of the vehicle, ap¬ 
plying the brakes if it detects that the car is about to hit an 
object in front, and costs from just £225. The up! has re¬ 
ceived a five-star rating and the Advanced 
Award from Euro NCAP, the European New 
Car Assessment Programme. It is the first 
vehicle in this class to receive these awards. 

Standard on the High up! model and 
above, and optional on the rest of the range 
is the Maps & More infotainment system, a 
mobile device that organises navigation, 
telephone, information and entertainment. 

It is removable, but unlike many other simi¬ 
lar systems of this type, it melds with the 
car's network of systems and can be used to 
view vehicle information, such as the display 
of the parking sensors (where fitted). 

The up! is the World Car of the Year 2012, 

What Car? Car of the Year for 2012, and has 
also been named TopGear magazine's Small 


Car of the Year.

Time for a change at Henley 


THE last fortnight has seen sales at Don¬ 
caster and Ascot, the result of which has 
seen one horse leave and another join the 
Buckler yard at Henley. 

Small Fry the eight-year-old who has 
won two of his 11 races and been placed in 
three others, was sold last week despite 
him winning his last run at Ffos Las three 
weeks ago. 

Replacing him is Dora Canina, a four- 
year-old filly who has had one run; a 
bumper at Fakenham in ground too soft for 
her, where she finished near the back de¬ 
spite being sent off as favourite. 

However Buckler believes she has poten¬ 
tial. "She's a lovely horse. The ground was 
too soft for her; it was a bit of a bog. She will 
be turned out for the summer, and in the 
meantime as she is for sale will be looking 
for an individual or a syndicate to buy her." 

Another one who might be leaving the 
yard is Flag Flier who ran poorly at Ffos Las 
last week. 

After leading the field in the Walters UK 
Ltd Handicap Hurdle until halfway, she lost 
the lead and went backwards to finish last 
of the seven finishers. 


Buckler said: "It was a very disappointing 
run. She seems to have lost interest in rac¬ 
ing and didn't really try after she was 
beaten." 

The nine-year-old has failed to win any of 
her 22 races, with just two seconds and two 
thirds, and Buckler feels she would be bet¬ 
ter suited to doing something else. 

"She's a lovely horse but we can find 
nothing medically wrong including blood 
tests, so we will think about finding her an¬ 
other home, possibly hunting." 

Ethiopia, the yard's only other runner, 
found the ground at Ffos Las on the same 
card as Flag Flier, too soft for him, and fin¬ 
ished fourth in the Barry Walters Catering 
Handicap Chase over three miles. He also 
led until four out but ran out of stream. 

Buckler said: "Three times I ran the clerk 
of the course to check on the ground; the 
last just before we set off; and she told me 
the ground was still firm. 

"It started raining soon after we left and 
halfway there I was in two minds to turn 
back, but continued because the owners 
were already on the way to the course. I 
wish I hadn't bothered."

Olympics build-up gathers pace 


Weale makes Olympic team 

YEOVIL born Sam Weale will represent Team GB 
in the Modern Pentathlon at the London 2012 
Olympics. 

Weale was named last Friday as part of the 
Team GB who will field a full complement of two 
male and two female athletes in the modern 
pentathlon competition for the second succes¬ 
sive Olympics. 

This follows a very competitive qualification 
period, during which eight British athletes ex¬ 
ceeded the Olympic qualification standard. 

Weale will compete alongside Nick Wood- 
bridge, currently ranked fifth in the world. Both 
will be competing in their second successive 
Olympic Games, having made their debuts in 
Beijing in 2008. 

Weale recently became the first British man to 
win a European Championships medal. 

Olympic debutants Mhairi Spence and Saman¬ 
tha Murray will be looking to continueTeam GB's 
proud record in the women's competition. 

Britain's highest ranked female Spence won 
World Championship gold this year, while Mur¬ 
ray claimed the bronze medal. Both will be aim¬ 
ing to continue their fine form in London. 

Great Britain's female modern pentathletes 
have an outstanding track record at the Olympic 
Games, having won four medals since the 
women's event was added to the Olympic Pro¬ 
gramme at the Sydney 2000 Olympic Games. 

The men's competition takes place on 11 th Au¬ 
gust, followed by the women's competition a 
day later, meaning the women's medals will be 
the last medals won at the London 2012 
Olympic Games. 

Weale is the twin brother of former Yeovil Town 
goalkeeper Chris Weale, and said about his se¬ 


lection:"! am delighted to have been selected for 
my second Olympic Games. Being a home 
Games it truly will be a once in a life time expe¬ 
rience and I will be doing my very best to make 
the country proud." 

Team GB Chef de Mission Andy Hunt said:"The 
fact that eight British athletes achieved the mod¬ 
ern pentathlon Olympic qualification standard 
is a tribute to the excellent performance pro¬ 
gramme that has been developed by Pentathlon 
GB. 

"The four athletes selected today have demon¬ 
strated their great potential with impressive re¬ 
sults at world level over the past 12 months. 

The most notable of these are the gold and 
bronze medals won by Mhairi and Samantha re¬ 
spectively at the World Championships. 

Olympic snippets: 

• The addition of the modem pentathletes brings 
the total number of athletes officially selected to 
Team GB for London 2012 to 182 across 15 sport 
disciplines: archery, athletics - marathon, bad¬ 
minton, boxing, canoe slalom, fencing, hockey, 
modern pentathlon, rowing, sailing, shooting, 
swimming, synchronised swimming and table 
tennis. 

•Team GB will compete in all 26 sports on the 
Olympic Programme in London 2012. 

• Team GB is expected to consist of approxi¬ 
mately 550 athletes. 

• The modern pentathlon event will take place on 
the 11th (men) and 12th (women) August at the 
Copper Box (fencing), the Aquatics Centre (swim¬ 
ming) and Greenwich Park (riding and combined 
run/shoot). 

• Modern pentathlon debuted at the Olympics 
100 years ago at Stockholm in 1912. 



• London 2012 will be the first Olympics to fea¬ 
ture the run/shoot, also known as the combined 
event, as the climax to the competition. 

• The modern pentathlon at London 2012 will 
also see laser pistols used for the first time at an 
Olympic Games. They were introduced to the 
sport at the start of 2011 to replace the tradi¬ 
tional air pistols. 

• The women's modern pentathlon medals at 
London 2012 will be the last medals to be 
awarded at the Games. 


Final tune up for Brits in Sail for Gold 


DESPITE heavy rain and high winds, 
most of Great Britain's Olympic sailors 
acquitted themselves well in the final 
big competition before they race for 
gold in August. 

There were one or two surprises but 
everyone got to test the Olympic 
course at the Skandia Sail for Gold 
2012 held at the Weymouth and Port¬ 
land National Sailing Academy last 
week. 

Biggest surprise was in the Finn class 
where triple Olympic gold medallist 
Ben Ainslee was well beaten by the 
young pretender to his throne Giles 
Scott. 

True, Ainslie was suffering from a 
virus, but despite uncharacteristically 
capsizing on medal day, took silver, al¬ 
though 30 points behind the near 
faultless Scott who won with nine 
points. 

Reigning Olympic champions lain 
Percy and Andrew Simpson had a slim 


one-point lead over their main rivals, 
four-time Olympic medallist Robert 
Scheidt and his sailing partner Bruno 
Prada going into medal day. 

But the Simpson/Percy combination 
had to settle for bronze, beaten by the 
Irish pair of Peter O'Leary and David 
Burrows, and the Brazilians who took 
silver after Percy decided to go left at 
the start in both races, with their rivals 
going in the opposite direction. 

Alison Young was just one-point Be¬ 
hind China's Lijia Xu going into the 
Laser Radial medal race, but she 
rounded the windward mark in second 
to move into the gold medal position 
and hung on to the finish, with Xu fin¬ 
ishing well down the field. 

There was notable success too for 
two of the Paralympic teams. 

The Sonar trio of John Robertson, 
Hannah Stodel, Steve Thomas held off 
a strong challenge from the Dutch 
team to win by two points, whilst the 


partnership of Alexander Rickham and 
Niki Birrell dominated the Skud class to 
win easily with just five points. 

Helena Lucas just failed to make it a 
hat trick of paralympic golds in the 2.4 
when she was just nudged out by 
Thierry Schmitter of Holland, both fin¬ 
ishing on 15 points. 

Beijing Laser gold medallist Paul 
Goodison went into the medals day in 
fifth with a chance of taking silver, but 
in the end had to settle for fourth 

Current 470 World Champions, 
Matthew Belcher and Malcolm Page 
had been dominant throughout the 
week with Britain's Luke Patience and 
Stuart Bithell their only real rivals.

Although Steve Morrison and Ben 
Rhodes, finished second in the medal 
race, it was not enough to beat their 
49er training partners, Dylan Fletcher 
and Alain Sign, and had to settle for 
fourth. 

Nick Dempsey took bronze in the 
RS:X men's class after finishing third in 
the medal race, with Bryony Shaw fin¬ 
ishing eight in the women's equivalent. 

The Elliott 6m team of Lucy Macgre- 
gor, Kate Macgregor & Annie Lush 
were beaten 2-1 in the quarter-final by 
Australia's Olivia Price. 


Wilson targets gold 



WORLD No 1 Peter Wilson from Glanvilles 
Wootton, near Sherborne is on target to win 
gold at the London 2012 Olympics in August 
after smashing the world record on his way to 
victory in the ISSF Shotgun World Cup in Tuc¬ 
son, Arizona. 

The 25-year-old won the double trap men’s 
final with a new record score of 198 hits out of 
200 targets, beating the previous record of 196 
set by China's Hu Binyuan in 2009. 

Sharpshooter Wilson, whose father taught 
him to shoot as a youngster after he hurt his 
shoulder in a snowboarding accident, is one of 
11 shooters who will represent GB at the com¬ 
petition which will take place at the Royal Ar¬ 
tillery Barracks, Woolwich between July 28th 
and August 6th. 


Olympic shooting facts: 

• Shooting has appeared on every Olympic pro¬ 
gramme, apart from St Louis 1904 and Amster¬ 
dam 1928. The number and variety of events 
have changed many times over the Olympiads. 

• From Mexico City 1968, women began com¬ 
peting with men in a number of Olympic shoot¬ 
ing events, until the sport became segregated 
at the 1996 Atlanta Olympic Games. 

• There are three different shooting disciplines: 
Shotgun, Pistol and Rifle, and each one consists 
of a qualification and final round. 

The competitor's qualification and final round 
scores are added together, and the person with 
the most points at the end of the match is de¬ 
clared the winner.
